BLAZE LAID 
TO RADICALS

SOFTA, Oct. 2.—Ten persons are 
knowg ‘to have been killed and 
more than 100 injured in a fire 
which yesterday swept the city of 
Vratza forty miles northeast of 
Sofia, destroying the largest and 
most important section of the town. 
The fire originated in an ex- 
plosion of chemicals said to have 
been left behind by the Commu- 
nists when they were recently put 
to flight by the government forces. 
The explosion razed the ¢Army 
Club and two banks. (A Paris dis- 
patch today said the Bulgarian 
legation had not been notified that 
two hundred buildings were de- 
stroyed at Vratza, among them a 
branch of the National Bank of 
Bulgaria and also the Farmers’ 
Bank.) 

The fire departments of Sofia 
and other near-by cities were hur- 
ried to the scene and the confla- 
gration was finally brought under 
‘control but only after the most im- 
portant district of the city around 
the railroad station had been de- 
stroyed.

son, Edwin. The defendants allege 
that the  plaintiff,. acting as 
their attorney, counsellor and ad- 
viser, took title in his own name 
on a foreclosure sale and. now 
fraudulently claims the propefty as 
his own. The plaintiff said he knew 
that Mr. Harrison had nothing to 
do with the alleged arrangement 
and charged it to his nephew. Seth 
T. Heney, son of Richard and Mary 
A. Heney. 

When Mr. Harrison offered to 
read only those portions of the 
letter which he‘said showed that 
confidential and friendly relations 
existed between the plaintiff! and 
Richard Heney, Jr., and his family, 
the plaintiff? suddenly withdrew his 
objection.

The report credited 
bile with the largest entry in the 
annual accident mortality budget 
14,000 for 1922, 18 per cent of 
all fatal accidents for that year. 

The committes estimated § that 
au each ay in 1922—206 
Amerie citizens were killed by 
accident. Of this daily number 
thirty-cight were automobile 
fatalities. Accidental falls came 
second, with thirty-five. Drown- 
ing and burns totaled nineteen aad 
sixteen, tively. 

In 109 cities in 1923, there were 
11.4 deaths per 10,000 cars regis- 
tered and 12.8 per 100,000 popu- 
lation, the report said.

BADLY CRI CRIPPLED 


Fleet 30 Per Cent Wrecked 
During Quake 


Areenels 
Loss to Army 


Leaks Out 


{RY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

KOBE, Oct. 2.—In spite of the 
rigid censorship maintained by 
the Japanese government since the 
terrific earthquake of some weeks 
ago, which blocked practically 
every source of information, it is 
learned on reliable authority that: 

The Japanese navy is at the very 
least 30 per cent wrecked. 
The northern part of the em- 


pire is left defenseless through the 
destruction of the Yokosuka naval 
base, the Tokio arsenal and other 
important cogs in the naval ma- 
chine, and 

The loss of oil was so greaf that 
it forced the cancellation of grand 
naval maneuvers. 

In the event of an attack from 

the north it is doubtful whether 
the. empire could adequately de- 
fend itself. For this reason the 
most persistent efforts are being 
made by the government to mini- 
mize its losses and to prevent the 
true facts from reaching the out- 
side world. All cables are rigor- 
ously censored and active naval 
patrols keep everyope out of the 
devastated areas. 
. Losses through the destruction 
of the Yokosuka base have been 
enormous. An eyewitness de- 
clares that 60 per cent of its docks 
were demolished; that several 
auxiliary ships under construction 
were destroyed and that fire swept 
away vast stores of emall ordnance 
and supplies. 

The destruction of vast quanti- 
ties of materials. is regarded as 
relatively unimportant, the great- 
est blow being the fact that Yoko- 
suka is the base for defense opera- 
tions for the protection of the 
heart of Japan, including both 
Tokio and Yokohama. It was the 
only source of supplying the im- 
perial fleet in a northern cam- 

paign. Kure, the nearest station, 
is 500 miles away, while the Sa- 
sebo station, near Nagasaki, is 
useless in case of emergency in 
the northern area. 

Japan's naval defense system 
centers upon the Yokosuka base. 
Kure is intended as a base only 
for operations along the southern 
section of the archipelago. Sasebo

In this intermingling of advice 
and prophecy, Ray Vance, direc- 
tor of the Brookmire Economic 
Service, summarizes his ideas on 
the business and financial situa- 
tion for the next six to. eight 
months. Mr. Vance is here in the 
interests of his ofganization, one 
of the leading forecasting agen- 
cles in the country, «nd will ad- 
dress during his stay severa! 
groups of Los Angeles and South- 
ern California business men. The 
arrangements for the meetings\are 
under the direction of L. M. May- 
nard, director of cconomic research 
for the Nation:!i City Bank ef Los 
Angeles, and consulting economist 
for the Brookmire service on the 
Pacitic Coast. ; 

Vizualizing the trend of busi- 
ness for tne coming six to eight 
months. Mr. Vance contends that 
there are no serious obstacles to 
the maintenance of the prosperous 
conditions that now obtain. Do- 
mestic affairs are running along 
smoothly in industrial lines, with 
production of commodities balanc- 
ing satisfactorily with consump- 
tien. He sees some indications of 
overexpansion of productive facil- 
ities that may develop into a dan- 
gerous condition unless the one 
great sore pcint in the world is 
healed; the stagnation of the Ruhr 
Valley. 


RUHR HOLDS KEY 

“Much depends on the golution 
of the Rubr problem.” Mr. Vance 
said yesterday. “And when I say 
solution, I mean the unmistak- 
able evidences of the people going 
back to work, and not merely a 
political settlement. This great 
valley must return to its work of 
producing goods, along with the 
remainder of Europe, before the 
United States can find market 
for the surplus that is ning 
to accumulate.” 

Anticipating the continuance of 
trade activity into the spring, Mr. 
Vance, in opposition to the fore- 
casita of several other recognized 
cOmmentators, predicts a rise In 
atock prices sometime before the 
tiret of December. 

“T base this conclusion,” he 
says. “principally on the relative 
inactivity ot bank deposits, indi- 


cating a slow turnover of money }. 


and credit. It isn’t human nature 
for people to allow money to re- 
main idle, and the most natural 
outlet is to employ it in the stock 
market.”’ 

The raw material group § of 
stocks, including the coppers. 
steels and sugar are favored by the 
Brookmire expert to lead the ad- 
vance. He bvlieves: that any im- 
provement in tne purchasirg ability 
of the Luropeans wik affect this 
group, especially the coppers. He 
is inclined to be dubious on the 
prospects of the rails, predicting 
hie opinion on the necessity for 
a rising bond market before the 
fen stocks can advance measur- 
aory. 

Mr. Vance holds pessimistic 
views on the future of the . bond 
mnarket. Prices, he says, will con- 


‘} tinue around the existing levels for 


the next year simply because there 
are too many issues waiting to 
drop upon the market at the first 
indications of improvement. Do- 
mestic financing has been comp!iect- 
ed to a large extent, but the Ameri- 
can market must bear the brunt 
of the funding of the European 
debts growing out of the war and 
of economic rehabilitation neces- 
sary before foreign countries again 


jtake their places in international 


trade. 
COTTON SITUATION | 

Taking the Brookmire statistical 
indices as his basis, Mr. Vance pre- 
dicts that the final cotton crop this 
season will range closely around 
11,000,090 bales. At thig figure, 
prices will settic in the neighbor- 
hood of 27 or 28 cents, with little 
likelihood that the 30-cent mark, 
already touched last month, will 
be established as a permanent fig- 
ure for the season. The attitude 
of the cotton mills will be a de- 
terminant of some importance in 
fixing the final prices. 

As in other commodities, the 
course of wheat prices is closcly 
related to the ability of Europe to 
buy. There is little doubt, in Mr. 
Vance's opinion, that a large crop 
will be produced on the American 
continent, and a foreign consump- 
tion of prewar size must be de- 
veloped. If this factor material- 
wheat will reach $1.15 to 

1.20, 

In visiting the Middle Western 

States on this route to the Pacific 
Coast, Mr. Vance found marked 
improvement in the political atti- 
tude of the agriculturalist. Radi- 
eal ideas are gradually being dis- 
piaced by sound ideas as the result 
of the recent betterment in corn 
prices and the improved tone in 
wheat. He expresses the opinion 
that some of the newly made Sena- 
tors from these States could not 
be re-elected today. 
Buyers are acivised by Mr. Vance 
to purchase goods. now for six 
months’ requirements. His opin- 
jon is that prices will rise, and that 
moderate-sized inventories will 
prove profitable for manufacturers, 
wholesalers and merchants. These 
conclusions are founded on the 
Brookmire indices of business con- 
ditions, and in discussing the bases 
used by his organization, he took 
occasion to comment favorably on 
the idex data developed by Mr. 
Maynard of the National City Rank 
of Los Angeles, who, instead of 
using a single year. for a statistical 
base, has adopted_a period includ- 
ing normal, subnormal and abnor- 
mal conditions. 

Mr. Vance speaks today noon be- 
fore the National Selected Mor- 
ticians of Pasadena on “Fithics and 
Keconomics” and on Monday nicht, 
will address the Western Statisti- 
cal Association on the subject of 
“What Lies Ahead in Business."

Joseph and of the St. Joseph Life 
Insurance Company.

William E. Knox, who advances 
to firse vice-president, is president 
of the Bowery Savings Bank, New 
York City. He was born in 8Stra- 
bane, ireland, and came to the 
United States while young.

| This week we are reviewing a 
little bit about the thymus and 
thyroid glands for, as I have told 
you, the articies thet I wrote on 
these subjects created such great 
interest and some of you seemed 
to confuse the thymus with the 
thyroid gland. The article on the 
thymus gland appeared last Mon- 
day; if you missed it and are in- 
terested, you must get that issue 
of the paper. 

I have told you that when the 
thymus—a gland in the chest—is 
enlarged or persists longer than it 
should, the condition is known as 
status lymphaticus. The cause of 
the condition is not known, but 
‘ithe treatment for it is the X-ray. 

The thyroid gland—a gland in 
the front part of the neck—-when 
enlarged, is known as a goiter. 
The simple goditers are due te a 
| deficiency of iodine in the thyroid,

Banker Declares Growth 
of City is Not Due to 
Climate or Scenery 


Declaring that financial and in- 
dustrial experts of today can pre- 
dict a city’s future as accurately as 
the astronomers can foretell an 
eclipse of the sun, Roger Andrews, 
vice-president of the Citizens’ 
National Bank, in an address to 
the Advertising Club at the Alex- 
andria yesterday, painted a gilow- 
‘ing picture of “The Los Angeles 
of Tomorrow.” 

Reciting the history of Los An- 
geles from its municipal infancy 
to its maturity into one of the 
world’s greatest cities, r. An- 
drews said that one of the many 
reasons for the continuous, swift 
growth of this community has been 
the quality of the men and wom- 
en who have made their Romes 
within this paradise of the West. 

“As for business and industrial 
Investment—well, it is enough to 
say that forces operate on their 
own planes and that industrial 
capital does not invest in climate 
and scenery,” said the speaker.

Violations Decrease 
During September 


There was a noticeable decrease 
in crime tn September as com- 
pared with August, according to 
Police Chief Volfmer,/ who gave 
out yesterday his first statistical 
crime report since the City Coun- 
cil granted him a statistician. An 
increase in arrests took place dur- 
ing the same period, the Chief de- 
clared. 

He reported 1308 arrests by the 
“crime crushers” division during 
September. 

The total number of burglaries 
of all kinds in the eight city po- 
lice districts in September was 
561, while the number reported 
in August was 748. Of the Sep- 
tember burglaries, 254 were of 
residences, compared. with 375 in 
August: 192 were of rooms or 
apartments, compared with 240 in 
August, and 115 were of stores, 
compared with 133 in August. 

Robberies September num- 
bered 78, while August rolled up 
98, the Chief’ s report showed. Au- 
tomobile bandits committed 18 
robberies in September, 30 in Au- 
gust; footpads with guns were 
guilty of 43 in September, 54 in 
August; robberies 
numbered 17 in September, 14 in 
August. 


THEFTS FEWER 

The total of thefts, other than 
robberies and burglaries, was 350 
in September and 453 in August. 
Of these thefts from automobiles 
numbered 176 in September, 236 in 
August; other thefts 174 in Sep- 
tember, 217 in August. 

Activity of pickpockets also de- 
creased. September saw reports of 
32 pickpocket operations, while 
August had 4 


. Reports of embezzlement in Sep- 


tember numbered 14, in August} 
S;@reports of bad check charges 
were 22 in September, 12 in Au- 
gust; and of bunko operations, 
7 in September, 8 in August.

servative medical men and lay 
authorities throughout the coun- 
try. Although containing legal, in- 
vestigation and civic divisions, the 
bureau will be fundamentally a 
medical organization. | 

There is now being established 
under supervision of the medical 
division a group of authoritative 
physicians, a properly equipped 
hospital unit for treatment of 
drug addiction, within the limits 
of the existing law, and for clin- 
ical and laboratory research work 
covering general medical, psychia- 
trical, neurological, pathological | 
and psychological phases of the 
narcotic habit. 

The lay divisions of the bu- 
reau will confine their work en- 
tirely to the soclologic and eco- 
nomic phases, and to the dissemi- 
nation to the public of the medical 
reporis of hospital work. In these 
reports particular emphasis will be 
laid on cases where there are limi- 
tations in the work of the medical 
division due to existing laws. 

The bureau is unusual in that 
it will not solicit funds from the 
general public to carry on its re- 
search work, and will not carry 
on activities in the nature of 
propaganda. 

Dr. von KleinSmid is president 
of the bureau; John P. Carter is 
vice-president; Dr. 8. D. Ingham 
is chairman of the medical divi- 
sion: Judge Benjamin F. Bledsoe 
is chairman of the legal division: 
Chief of Police Vollmer is chair- 
man of the investigation division, 
and William G. McAdoo, former 
Secretary of the Treasury, is 
chairman of the civic division. 

The director, H. L. Kirby, has 
received recognition from conser- 
vative quarters throughout § the 
United States as an authority on 
medical and legislative problems 
relative to drug addiction, His 
appointment was urged by Dr. C. 
E* Terry, executive of the Commit- 
tee on Drug Addiction in New 
York, a subsidiary organization of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, who 
referred to Mr. Kirby as “the lay- 
man most conversant with the 
problem from an individual, a 
— and an international an- 
gie.”
